Antioch Fire Dept. kicks off 
fire prevention with contest 



The machinery that has been in action on 
the annexation of the Gaa property to the 
village of Antioch, was brought to an abrupt 
halt by the. owner of the property, .Ronald 
Gaa himself . "_; 

Gaa attributes the reason -\ for his an- 
nexation bid cancellation at this time, to the 
$34,000 cost of hooking up to the sewer. 

The high cost of the sewer hook-up would 
be brought about because of the neccessity of 
1 tunneling beneath Rte 83 and the Sop Line 
Railroad tracks. 

Mayor Michael Haley showed obvious 
disapointment when he spoke of the loss of 
the Gaa property and it's possible tax 
revenues. 

Gaa presently operates a bulk gasoline 
storage facility on th 1.3 acre sight just north 
of the village on Rte. 83. 



Since Gaa intends to add a self-service gas 
station, car rental and wash to his present 
operation, the board was most anxious for 
the annexation, not only to help the lagging 
tax revenue dollar total but also to bring 
back to the village some to the dollars that 
were taken away by a very successful self 
service station in the same area, just on the 
Wisconsin side of the border. 

Reportedly three gas stations in the village 
had been put out of business by the Wisconsin 
station, accounting for some of the loss in the 
village's tax intake. 

Gaa, who has not crossed off annexation 
completely, says that if and when the village 
spreads northward and he is able to hook-up 
to the sewers from the other side of his 
property at less cost, he would be more than 
willing to request annexation again.

' I know that many people feel that the * A 
of being ill is enough to kill you or at least 
demolish any meager bank account that a 
very few are still able to maintain. 

There is no question that hospital and 
physician charges: are escalating daily and 
that the dull itemized statement received 
from a hospital's billing office often rivals 
one received from a long stay at a luxury 
hotel in total only, certainly not in the 
"having a good time, wish you were here . 
category'* 

We all would like to see the cost of being 
sick .made less sickening, but the near to 
"socialized medicine," ideas propagated by 
the Democratic party, Ted Kennedy ad- 
vocating one "and President Carter a similar 
one, is by far not the answer to the problem. 

Although no one has really finally defined 
one of these "wonder plans," as I understand 
them they go something like this: a national 
health insurance plan wherein everyone 
would have medical insurance, benefit 
payments to be handled through goverment 
agencies who would possibly distribute the 
benefits or pay an intermediary to do so! 

Now we all know that anytime a govern- 
ment agency is involved the cost of ad- 
ministration is liable to overshadow the 
amount of money dished out. 

And since our taxes fund the government 
agencies, no matter how loudly .election year 
politicians yell "tax cut," this could very 
well mean a large raise in our taxes and the 
end result might possibly be higher medical 
costs to the average American who is 
already proportionately, carrying the brunt 
of the tax burden. 

For example, right now most people have 
some kind of insurance or government 
assistance that presently picks up a portion 
of the medical tab. 

Sometimes the individual pays all or a por- 
tion of the insurance premiums. 

It is only logical that the addition of 
another high priced middle man, namely the 
U.S. government, is going to raise not lower 
medical costs to the average working man 
who is struggling to pay his already 
staggering monthly bills and record 
breaking tax assessments. 

Who will then benefit from these 
Democratic "wonder plans?" The elderly 
and the poor? 

As far as the elderly are concerned, Title 
18, better known as Medicare, funded by the 
American taxpayer, already picks up a large 
portion of the senior citizen's medical bills 
and the balance can be picked up by other 
government agencies if the patient is unable 
to do so himself. 

Under the "wonder plan" it is extremely 
feasible that elderly people who have too 
much money in the bank to qualify for 
medicare would be able to have Mr. Average 
American/Taxpayer foot a medical bill that 
he could well afford to pay himself. 

Right now there are elderly people who 
having been involved in an accident, let 




Medicare, in other words you, foot a large 
portion of any medical expenses incurred 
and then keep the money collected from any 
insurance companies involved. . - 

It is" also possible that national health in- 
surance might alio encourage some people 
to run to the doc to or U e emergency room of 
the local hospital far every little thing, things t 
that really don't require professional at- 
tention. 

This also would mean a rise in cost to the 
taxpayer for the increase in the use of the 
medical facilities. 

■ There already is an abuse of- the word 
emergency when it comes to the hospital 
emergency room, since many people feel 
that they can make use of these emergency 
services for every little ache and pain, things 
that should be normally attended to in the 
doctor's office. 

This, abuse is often prevalent in those on 
welfare or other government subsidies 
already paid for by us, so since the emergen- 
cy room cannot turn -them away we are 
paying for their care while we ourselves 
have to still foot our own medical bills and sit 
and wait in the doctor's office for two or 
three hours like everyone else. 

Emergency rooms are just that, for use in 
immediate life threatening situations. ' 

■ Two possible solutions to high medical 
costs would be to have hospitals specialize in 
certain high cost facilities should be in use 
100 percent of the time. 

For example if two hospitals in a given 
patient area are operating a kidney dialysis 
center, and with the patient split, each of 
these centers is only in use part of the time, 
the unpaid operational costs of running these 
departments should logically have to be 
amoratized among all the patients entering 
each hospita). , <f 

Of course if one hospital gets all the patien- 
ts with one. particular ailment this would 
have to be equalized in another area or the 
loss of income might have needed hospitals 
closing their doors for lack of income. 

The Health Systems Agencies are already 
implementing this plan although there have 
been instances where the equal ap- 
portionment of business-has not been a fac- 
tor, i 

Another cut in medical- care is up to the 
doctors. I have all the respect in the world for 
most members of the medical profession, 
all of whom are overworked but very few 
underpaid. 

In fact the day of the poor-doctor has all but 
disappeared, at least in this part of the coun- 
try. 

Most doctors will not live long enough to 
spend all their money and yet when it comes 
to insurance covered, or agency aided 
patients, many, not all, doctors charge the 
maximum paid for particular ailments and if 
the insurance or- the agency pays less than 
the charge for a particular service, instead 
of dropping the balance to the patient, the 
doctor's office keeps b ; "' %• them for it 
whether or not the patien l afford to pay 
it.
